To the last class there is no other 
hiiilding that offers ^uch an oppor- 
tunity aa doea the Governmeac 
Hiiilding. Here one Ins a chanca 
to study the most interesting of ihn 
Government department*— Ihe War 
Department, ihe r^cparinicnt of 
the Interior, the Department o( 
Agriculture, the Department ot*^ 
Justice, the Treasury nepartinenl, 
the Navy Department, the Posl- 
ofiice Department, the DepaHment 
of State, and last, but hy no mean* 
the least interesting, the exhibit o( 
the Fish Commission. 

The huildiiig itself is a thing of 
beauty. White and fresh-looking 
as a June day, tt extends 350 faec 
from east lowest and 139 feet from 
north to south. It has been pro-* 
nouoced the handsomest buildinf; 
ever erected by the Government 
for an exposition, and it is not 
hard for one to believe the state-* 
ment when he has looked upon, 
this beautiful structure, its niaaaivH 
dome surmounting it like a giant'd 
cap, and its big triple doors ex< 
tending almost the full length of 
the walls. 

At the west entrance stand two 
large black specimens of the can- 
non used ill the civil war As )'ou 
enter the building and turn lo tbts 
right you are confronted by a hOai:

In this exhibit you will also find 
all sorts of guns, ammunition, fuses 
and signals, ancient and modem.

1 he exhihits ot the Department 
of the Interior are divided into (o6r 
liraiiches the llureaii of I-'diication 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs, the 
Patent Department and the Do- 

p.iiliiii'iit of Cieotogical Survey. Of 
these the most interesting is the 
geological exhibit, which containa 
many rare minerals and lossils. 
Most of the Indian exhibit is taken 
up with Ihe work of the atudenta 
of the Carlisle Indian School. 

The Department of Agriculture 
is very intereating to the acientist 
and to the farmer. The most pop 
ular (xirt of tliis exhibit is the dis 
play of stuffed birds, prairie dogs, 
giound scpiirrels and ^opllers. Th:- 
farmer is especially interested iit 
the division of pomology, where 
are to lie found models of hig ap 
pics and plums, and the real pine- 
apple from Florida. 

TIk- Treasury Peparlnieut is full 
of interest to the casual observhr 
as well as the careleas stndeaft. 
Kveryone is interested in the coin- 
age of money. There seems lo be

Messrs. Ksiciir and Llewellyn, 
in the court house at MadisonviUe, 
objected to Hopkins county coal 
going north of the Ohio river, as it 
intcrierred with the business of the 
miners oi Indiana. It seems to us 
that as the Indiana miners de- 
clined to do any business at all, it 
is eminently proper that Hopkins 
county coal should keep the mills, 
the factories, the wheat threshers, 
the railroads, of Indiana, going? 
Why should the operatives of the 
mills, factories and railroads of In- 
diana starve? Why should the 
wheat crop of tlie fariiu r W de 
stroyed, because the Indiana miner 
does not care to work? 

At Mt. Vernon, 111, the army of 
marching miners stopped all work 
at the coal shaft. The coal from 
this shaft was only used for coaling 
railroad locomotives— was not ship- 
to St. Louis or Chicago. Had 
Messrs. Knight and I^lewellyn 
been honest with their audience, 
they would have told them that 
they would stop not only the Hop 
kins county miners, but every in- 
dustry in the country. 

Mr. Kennedy, Secretary of the 
organization of which Mr. Knight 
is president, makes this exception, 
however. He writes the Evans- 
ville miners to supply coal to the 
water works, electric light plants, 
charitable institutions and brewerits.

have a grievance, either true or 
fancied, against IX-atmit, request 
President Dolau to call a strike to 
"prevent the coal trade from be- 
ing ruined." And Dohin ami Hatch 
ford and their associates in Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Virginia, West Virginia and Ken- 
tucky obey the orders of these few 
disgruntled operators and the strike 
is called— to save tlie- coal trade, 
and Ihe bank accounts oi a few 
Pennsylvania operators. 

Of course this is not the excuse 
given the mit'.irs in Indiana, Illi- 
nois und Kentucky, tor the miners 
in these slates are not foolish 
enough to take up the ri.;l]t of 
Pennsylvania operator.*^: but the 
fact of low wages and cheap coal 
is hroiight forward as the cause of 
the strike in the Western States, 
and at the most inopportune time. 
July and August arc dull months 
for all miners in Indiana, Illinois 
and Kentucky. The fact is that 
onc-foiiith of the mines in these 
three states can readily supply the 
coal needed in these months. If 
the striking miner has not known 
this before he certainly will believe 
it now. A strike is a declaration 
ol war. Prudent rfTicials of the 
Miners' Union would not declare a 
strike when twenty-five per cent of 
the mines can supply the demand. 

It is the dream of such men as 
Ratcliford, and Dolan, and Sover- 
eign, nnd Geinpcrs, and their asso- 
ciates, to have such a complete or- 
ganization of labor in this big 
country that the wheels of com- 
merce can be stopped at their 
behest, upon the slightest provoca- 
tion. Ratchford, at the grievance 
of a miner or the greed of an opera- 
tor in Pennsyvania would then 
stop the miners of Illinois, and 
Arkansas — of the entire country — 
to right the wrong of the Pennsyl- 
vania miner or save the bank ac- 
count of the Pennsylvania operator. 
All mills, factories, furnaces, rail- 
roads, must stop, starvation and 
ruin rule the land, till Ratchford ac- 
complished his purpose. In this 
dream ol power the miner who de- 
clined to belong to the organiza- 
tion must starve. He would not be 
alio\vc<i to work. 

When ihi- representatives of Debs 
cS: Co., ia the petsons of Knight, 
Llewellyn and Ferguson, came to 
Hopkins county a few days ago to 
stop the production of coal and ask 
the miners here t»7oin the big army 
of starvation, they found that the 
miners of the county were getting 
the highest wages — the regular 
wages of years past. No grievance 
existed, harmony prevailed between 
operator and workman, and there 
was no reason wlr- these people 
should stop work. When it was 
suggested to Knight & Co. that the 
slri!;e hael been cleciared against 
operators paying reduced wages, 
and that the companies in thia field 
paying full prices should be let 
alone, the reply was: ' 'the shipping 
of your coal irritates the striking 
miners acrosj the river and we shall 
try to stop it." Stop the bread, for 
aooth, from the mouths of boneat 
men and their families in Kentucky 
because it irritates the miners of 
Indiana and Illinois who will not 
work. 

When it was shown to Knight & 
Co. that the St. Bernard Coal 

Company hael an individual con- 
tract with its employes that would 
take thirty days to abrogate; that 
interference with this contract 
by outside parties would make 
them liable for fine and damages; 
it was positively announced by 
Llewellyn, one of the party, with 
no dissent from tho othera, that he 
would violate the law tO accom- 
plish his purpose. 

All this is the natural outcome 
of the misguided teachings of the 
organi/cation to which Messrs. 
Knight & Co. belong and develops 
a creed like this: "Obey the 
laws of our own sweet will and

The navy exhibit presents an in- 
teresting show — quite an eye- 
opener, indeed, to the average in- 
land inhabitant A full-size model 
of the military mast of the gunboat 
Helena," models of various bat- 
tle-ships, of an anchor weighing 
14,000, torpedoes, ship guns, 
Hotchkiss revolving cannons, tl.e 
Hichbom turret, life-buoya, charts, 
ropes, diving suits go to make up 
this exhibit. The model of the 
new gunboat, '<Naahville," was 
made eapectally for thia Exposi- 
tion. 

The collection and portraits in 

Postoffics Department arc the oh 
jects of much study by the people 
in general. It is aatonishing what 
a curious variety of things come to 
the hands of the officers of the 
Dead Letter Department Mr. 
Slack, the Curator of the Depart 
ment, has brought to the Exposi- 
tion a collection of the most inter- 
esting things. Here you see any 
thing from a lock of the assasian 
Guiteau's hair to a tarantula or a 
rattlesnake. 

The Smithsonian Institution ex- 
hibits are chiefly in the line of eth- 
nology and soology, and consists of 
a magnihcent line of specimens. 

The Department of Stlite is de- 
voti d, of course, to historical col- 
lection. The most interesting 
things to be found here are papers 
of American statesmen, reproduc- 
tions of original papers, one of 
which i« the Constitution of the 
Unitid States. There are letters 
from Robespierre, from Napoleon, 
from Alexander I. of Russis, and 
from the King of Siam. The medal 
presented to the President of the 
United States in commemoration 
oi the 400th anniversary of the dis- 
covery of America is on exhibition. 
It is a rare piece of work, being 
set with diamonds which surround 
a cameo representing Columbua 
landing on American toil. 

Without quettioo the exhibit of 
the Fish Commission is the most 
interesting to the ordinary visitor 
of all the wonders of the Govern- 
ment Building. The whole pro- 
cess of fish culture is shown, from 
the collecting apparatus which is 
used for getting the eggs from the 
bottom of the sea, through 
the hatching of the eggs, the 
feeding of the spawn and the 
growth ol the fish to full size. 
In a grotto 130 feet long, its walls 
finished in stucco and plaster, rep- 
resenting a rough submarine cav- 
ern are situated the glass tanks of 
the aquarium. They are kept 
fresh with constantly llowing water, 
and fresh air is pumped through 
them without cessation. The tun- 
nel is always crowded with visitors 
eager to sec the curious water- 
dwellers — crabs, dog-fish, eels, ugly 
catfish, beautiful speckled trout, 
shad and salmon. 

In addition to the exhibits thus 
briefly described there arc hun- 
dreds of others just as interesting, 
and it is well worth the visitor's 
time to examine the displays in 
this building carefully. Uncle 
Sam has not failed to maintain his 
reputation here as elsewhere for 
always taking the lead. The 
Government Building is the great- 
est educational exhibit at the Cen- 
tennial .

Injunctions and their Critics. 
(Bradairaei't.) 

A preliminary injunction, which 
has been the subject of much criti 
cism of the violent and irresponsi- 

blesoTtthats been rendered familiar 
the Isst few years, was granted by 
Judge Jackson, of the Circuit Court 
of the United States for the district 
of West Virginia. This injunction 
was grsnted upon the spplication 
of the Monongah T.oal and Coke 
Company, who desired to secure 
protaction against unlawful inter- 
ference with their property ami 
employees. For a few days before 
the text of the injunction was made 
public, the aKitator, Debs, nf^ainst 
whom and his associates Ihe in- 
junction was granted, spent much 
of his time ill alinsing tlic judge 
who made the restraining order and 
in denouncing in unmeasured terms 
the order itself. lie declared that 
the injunction restrained him from 
walking on any of the public high- 
wa\ s leading; to tlu- iniues of the 
Monongah Coal and Coke Compa- 
ny; that it was a most sweeping 
order, that no otla r riiiiid be com- 
pared to tt; that It annihilated the 
right of peaceable assemblage and 
effectually siippresseil the ri(;hl of 
free speech, li it were sustained 
it would, he ssid, sweep away all 
conslitiitionnl safif;uar<ls and de- 
liver people, bound hand and foot, 
to corporate capital. These are 
sweeping; statements, hut they 
represent the least h'.-ated features 
of the agitator's remarks. 

It v.as a wisi course that wasfol- 
lowed when the text of this injunc- 
tion waa given to the press, sb lhat 
people not iiife.riiied about the mat- 
ter, but who yet took some interest 
in It, and might be misled by the 
tirade of Debs, nii;;hl learn for 
thcm3elvus just what the scope of 
the injunction was. The injunction 
was b.Tsed upon a bill of com- 
plaint alleging, among other things, 
thst the defendant Debs and others 
named were conspirinj^ lot^ellicr to 
interfere with the operating and 
conducting of the coal mines oper- 
ated by till! Mouon<;ah Coal and 
Coke Company, and by such inter- 
ference preventing the' employeiis 
of the (ompany from minin;; and 
producing coal, and that irrcpara 
ble damage and loss might result 
unless a restraining srder was 
granted 

Upon those allegations thu judge 

granted a temporary injunction re- 
straining the deteiidanls and those 
associated with them from interfer 
iiifj with the maiiaf;einent or opcin 
tion of the mines iu question by 
tbe owners thereof or thosa operat 
ing them, cither liy menaces, threats 
or any other kind of intimidation 
used lo prevent the employees of 
the mines from Koiiii; to or from 
the mines or from engaging in ihc 
business of mining therein. The 
order further rcstrai.ned the de- 
fendant irom entering upon the 
property of the company for the 
purpose of interfering with the em- 
ployees thereof cither by intimida- 
tion or the holding of public or 
private assemblaf;cs upon that 
property or in anywise molesting 
of intimidating tho employees so 
as to induce them to ab.-iiidon their 
work in the mines. Fuilicrmoic, 
the defendants were enjoined from 
assctnblinj; in "the paths, ap 
proaches and roads upon said 
property" leading to and from their 
homer, and residences to th;! mines 
along which the employees ol the 
company were compclleil to travel 
to f^ct tn their work, or in any way 
iit< rfering with tho employees in 
passing; to or from llieir work, or 
from entoriiiR the iiiincs to intcr-

upon the property at or near Ihc 
entrance to the mines. 

Lest there should be any doubt 
as to the scope and intent of the 
orc^er it is expressly set forth there- 
in that Its purpose and object are 
to prevent all unlawful combina- 
tions and conspiracies and to re- 
strain the defendants engaged in 
such from entering upon the prop- 
erty of the company and interfer- 
ing with the employees and from 
unlawfully inciting persons en- 
gaged in working the mines' from 
ceasing to work therein. As will 
be seen, the ortlcr is not directed 
against freedom of speech or the 
right of assembly, and it does not 
affect any places outside of the 
property of tbe company. It is 
only directed sgainst such unlawful 
acts on the part of certain persons 
well known not to bold tbe laws in 
reverence, and it is directed against 
such acts onl)' when committed up- 
on the property of the Monongah 
Coal and Coke Company or against 
its cmiiloyccp. I. aw abiilinj; people 
doubtless pay little attention to any 
criticism made by Debs or his as- 
sociates, liut it will do no harm to 
have the exact scope pointed out 
of an injnnclion Intended to protect 
private industry and private prop- 
erty a).;ainst unlawful ant;ression.

The world's production of gold 
for the year 1896 is estiin.iled by 
the Director of the Mint lu li ive 
been |20j,ooo,ooo, of which the 
United Stales contributed nearly 
one- quarter. For the year 1897 
the probable gold product it esti- 
mated at 1350,000,000. Increases 
are expected from all the principal 
producing countries, tliat from 
South Africa t)eing regarded as 
the inusi important in point of 
quantity and value. The increase 
from Canada is ranked next, and 
then comes that expected from the 
United Slates. Other countries 
counted upon as tupplymg in- 
creases are Australia, Russia, 
Mexico ai.d r>ritish India. The 
Director ol the Mint expi'cts that 
the world's product of gn|<| will 
continue to incri-.ise lor a miiiiher 
of years to come, that new iiiiiies 
will be opened in all parts of the 
world, and that with the improved 
methods for exttacting the ores 
containing ihe gold the world's 
gold pioduct li) the close of the 
pretent cintur>' will amoiiU to 
over $300,000,000 yearly.

business and is obliged lo credit whm be 
knows thertfis danger of low, wbila the 
saloon near by galbors in Iba dollars of the
